ton said that flu is entirely 
preventable through an an¬ 
nual vaccination and people 
should get the shot to avoid it. 

“I think we have all had in¬ 
fluenza at some point and it is 
an illness that knocks you off 
your feet,” he said. “It is pre¬ 
ventable, the vaccine helps 
prevent it.” 

Since November, the Ed¬ 
monton area has seen 45 out¬ 
breaks of either flu or norovi- 
rus in long-term care centres 
and hospital wards, forcing 
their closure, according to 
Dickout, which further backs 
up the system. 

Google flu trends, a service 
from the search engine that 
tracks flu-related searches, 
was showing a huge spike in 
searches from Alberta. 

The spike was the second- 
highest of the last six years 
during which the service has 
tracked the numbers.

Patients are being placed in 
hallways and a small number 
of surgeries are being can¬ 
celled as Alberta hospitals 
cope with a flu outbreak. 

A surge of flu cases along 
with gastrointestinal illnesses 
like norovirus have over¬ 
whelmed the system, putting 
most hospitals over 100 per 
cent capacity and causing five 
elective surgeries to be can¬ 
celled.

“Our emergency rooms are 
seeing an increase in visits foi 
these seasonal illnesses and 
many of these could be self 
managed effectively at home,’ 
he said.

Ethics probe 
welcome, says 
Premier Redford 

Premier Alison Redford says 
she welcomes investiga¬ 
tions by the ethics commis¬ 
sioner and Elections Alberta 
into the conduct of her 
government and her party. 

Earlier this week the 
ethics commissioner 
revealed details of its probe 
into a conflict of interest al¬ 
legation involving Redford 
over a government lawsuit 
filed against Big Tobacco. 

Alberta’s opposition 
parties allege that Redford 
awarded the lawsuit con¬ 
tract to a group of law firms 
that included her former 
husband, Robert Hawkes, 
when she was justice 
minister. 

The Elections Alberta 
investigation is reviewing 
campaign donations made 
by Edmonton Oilers owner 
Daiyl Katz last year to the 
Progressive Conservative 
Party of Alberta. 

The Opposition has been 
calling for the investigation 
since last fall after media 
reports indicated the PCs 
accepted a single $430,000 
donation when the legal 
limit for a single donation is 
$30,000. 

Elections Alberta has 
named a retired Queen’s 
Bench judge and two 
independent investigators 
to conduct the probe. 

“My point is this is exact¬ 
ly what should happen,” 
Redford said Wednesday. 

The Wildrose claimed 
Wednesday that Alberta 
Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis refused to acknow¬ 
ledge the seriousness of the 
ethics allegations, instead 
saying the opposition 
was in the pocket of Big 
Tobacco. 

“There are potentially 
billions of dollars on the 
line in contingency fees 
and this minister insists on 
keeping Albertans in the 
dark on whether or not 
they received the best deal,” 
Wildrose MLA Shayne Sas- 
ltiw said, the Canadian press 
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Premier Alison Redford told a room of Edmonton Realtors that the government is leaving no stone unturned in an effort to balance this year’s budget,

Premier Alison Redford said 
Monday that government de¬ 
partments are being asked to 
cut spending as declining oil 
prices continue to weaken Al¬ 
berta’s finances. 

Redford made the remarks 
at a seminar for the Realtor’s 
Association of Edmonton Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

“A sudden drop in oil in the 


last two months has affected 
our finances significantly,” said 
Redford. “Energy royalties his¬ 
torically have made up almost 
30 per cent of the revenue that 
we rely on to budget the servi¬ 
ces that matter to Albertans.” 

Redford said the govern¬ 
ment was still pushing to keep 
the province out of debt in the 
coming budget. 

“We will do everything in 
our power to meet our com¬ 
mitment to balance the budget 
that is fundamental to what 
we believe as Albertans and 
Progressive Conservatives,” 
she said. “Eveiy department 
has been asked in the last 
three weeks to review spend¬ 
ing plans and restrain costs for 
next year’s budget.” 


At a later event, Redford 
said the government would 
not raise taxes to balance the 
budget. 

“We know that this sudden 
drop in oil revenue has meant 
that we need to put all options 
on the table. It is part of what 
we are talking about as min¬ 
isters,” Redford said. “Caucus 
and I are discussing it. My pref¬ 
erence is clear. I don’t want to 
see new taxes.” 

Wildrose finance critic Rob 
Anderson said the government 
should focus solely on spend¬ 
ing. 

He said most people in the 
province wouldn’t stand for it. 

“I think Albertans are not 
in favour of it in any shape or 
form,” he said from Airdrie.

Edmonton’s realtors see a 
bright future for the city’s 
housing market this year with 
strong and steady growth in 
the city.

growth, nothing outrageous, 
just very balanced,” said Dar¬ 
rell Cook, president of the as¬ 
sociation, at the group’s annu¬ 
al housing forecast seminar. 

John Rose, the city’s chief 
economist, shared the rosy 
outlook, but warned there 
were some challenges ahead. 

One of the areas Rose high¬ 


lighted was the shortage of 
labour, which he cautioned 
could make it difficult for 
some businesses. 

“Employers are not going 
to be able to find the skills 
and the talents to grow their 
businesses the way they 
might want to, so it is a brake 
on the economy.” 

Rose also raised concerns 
about oil prices, which could 
be hurt in Alberta if the prov¬ 
ince can’t find more ways to 
export oil. 

“We simply do not have 
the pipeline export capacity 
to move the oil out of this 
province,” he said. 

Cook said despite those 
concerns he is still optimistic 
about Edmonton’s growth in 
the year ahead. 

“We can’t always foresee 
events, global events that may 
happen, but right here in Al¬ 
berta we have been very, very 
lucky.”

Ditch the razors and grow

Before discovering a couple 
of painless, odd and unusual 
lumps on the side of his neck 
in August of 2010, Wade Wil¬ 
son had never heard of head 
and neck cancer. 

After undergoing surgery, 
radiation and chemother¬ 
apy, the 49-year-old is today 
cancer-free and keen to raise 
awareness about cancers of the 
mouth, tongue, upper throat 
and voice box.

Hot springs. Union, 
park residents oppose 
privatization plans 


The union representing em¬ 
ployees at Parks Canada’s hot 
springs expected 100 people 
to attend a Wednesday-night 
meeting to discuss the priva¬ 
tization of Miette Hot Springs.

South Australia. Milder 
temperatures reduce 
danger, but scores of 
blazes still burn 


Record temperatures across 
southern Australia cooled 
Wednesday, reducing the 
danger from scores of raging 
wildfires but likely bringing 
only a brief reprieve from the 
summer’s extreme heat and 
fire risk. 

Australia had its hottest 
day on record Monday with a 
nationwide average of 40.33 
C. Four of Australia’s hottest 


The fiercest winter storm to hit 
the Mideast in years brought a 
rare foot of snow to Jordan on 
Wednesday, caused fatal acci¬ 
dents in Lebanon and the West 
Bank, and disrupted traffic on 
the Suez Canal in Egypt. At 
least eight people died across 
the region. 

In Lebanon, the Red Cross 
said storm-related accidents 
lulled six people over the past 
two days. Several drowned 
after slipping into rivers from 
flooded roads. One person 
froze to death and another 
died after his car went off a 
slippery road. 

In the West Bank town of 
Ramallah, a Palestinian official 
said two women drowned after 
their car was caught in a flash 
flood on Tuesday. 

In the Gaza Strip, civil de¬ 
fence spokesman Mohammed 
al-Haj Yousef said storms cut 
electricity to thousands of Pal¬ 
estinian homes and rescuers 


10 days occurred in 2013. 
“If you look at its extent, its 
duration, its intensity, it is 
arguably the most significant 
in Australia’s history,” said 
David Jones, with the Bureau 
of Meteorology. 

No deaths have been re¬ 
ported from wildfires, but 
around 100 people haven’t 
been accounted for since 
a blaze destroyed about 90 
homes in Dunalley, Tasmania. 

Survivors have told stories 
of swirling flames, toxic fumes 
and desperate escapes. 

Tim Holmes fled his burn¬ 
ing home near Dunalley on 
Friday with his wife, Tammy, 
and five grandchildren, aged 2

Social-media speculation 
that Johnston might change his 
mind was scotched Wednesday

Spence has been camped 
out on an island in the Ottawa 
River since Dec. 11, subsisting 
solely on fish broth and medi¬ 
cinal tea in hopes of convin¬ 
cing Harper and Johnston to sit 
down with First Nations lead¬ 
ers to discuss historical treaty 
rights. 

Spence wants Johnston 
present at the meetings be¬ 
cause the talks are supposed to 
focus on the treaty rights that 
were established by the Royal 
Proclamation of 1793, issued 
by King George III. 

“We have sent a letter 
to Buckingham Palace, re¬ 
questing that Queen Elizabeth 
II send forth her representa¬ 
tive, which is the Governor 
General of Canada,” she said in 
a statement.

Former premier Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni has infuriated Italy’s legal 
establishment by blasting a 
group of female magistrates 
as “feminist” and “commun¬ 
ist” for what he said was a 
$258,000-a-day divorce settle¬ 
ment. 

The comments — and the 
backlash — have added to the 
drama surrounding Berlus¬ 
coni’s return to public life amid 
his continued sexual and legal 
scandals and his new role as the 
leader of a centre-right coali¬ 
tion campaigning in Italy’s Feb. 
24-25 election. 

Italian media initially re¬ 
ported that Berlusconi’s divorce 



from his second wife, Veronica 
Lario, would cost him $46 mil¬ 
lion a year. That breaks down to 
about $129,000 a day. 

But on Tuesday, Berlusconi 
told the La7 private television 
network that the amount 
was much higher. While he 
didn’t detail how he got to a 
$258,000-a-day figure, he said 


he was ordered by the Milan 
magistrates to pay Lario $46.4 
million a year, with another 
$93 million in back payments. 

“These are three women 
judges, feminists and commun¬ 
ists, OK?” the three-time ex-pre¬ 
mier said. “These are the Milan 
judges who have persecuted 
me since 1994.” 

Berlusconi has long accused 
Milan prosecutors and magis¬ 
trates of mounting politically 
inspired cases against him and 
he frequently accuses his legal 
and political enemies of being 
communists. 

Milan chief judge Iivia Pom- 
odoro said Wednesday that she 
was “surprised and hurt” by the 
remarks and that “as a woman, 
I am degraded.” 

In a joint statement, Pomo- 
doro and the head of Milan’s 
appeals court “strongly rejected 
any insinuation of partiality” by 
the tribunal’s judges.

A high-speed feny loaded with 
hundreds of commuters from 
New Jersey crashed into a dock 
in lower Manhattan on Wed¬ 
nesday during the morning 
rush hour, seriously injuring 
11 people, including one who 
suffered a severe head wound 
falling down a stairwell. 

Scores of people who had 
been standing, waiting to dis¬ 
embark, were hurled to the 
deck or launched into walls by 
the impact, which came after 
the catamaran Seastreak Wall 
Street slowed following a rou¬ 
tine trip across New York Bay 
and past the Statue of Liberty, 
passengers said. 


“We were pulling into the 
dock. The boat hit the dock. 
We just tumbled on top of each 
other. I got thrown into every¬ 
body else.... People were hyster¬ 
ical, crying,” said Ellen Foran, 
57, of Neptune City, N.J. 

The collision, which ripped 
open a small part of the hull 
like an aluminum can, hap¬ 
pened at 8:45 a.m. at a pier 
near the South Street Seaport 
at Manhattan’s southern tip. 
Around 70 people suffered 
minor injuries, and for nearly 
two hours paramedics treated 
bruised and dazed passengers 
on the pier.

Ride down Russian ski slope 
inside zorb ends in death 


On video. Giant plastic 
ball flies off course, 
killing man and leaving 
friend badly injured 


It was supposed to be a thrilling 
ride down a ski slope inside a 
giant inflatable ball, which is to 
be one of the symbols of next 
year’s Winter Olympics, but it 
ended in tragedy for the two 
Russian men inside. 

The transparent plastic ball 
— known as a zorb — veered 
off course and sailed over a rock 
ledge in the rugged Caucasus 
Mountains of southern Russia. 
The ball picked up speed as it 
flew down the steep slope, roll¬ 
ing and bouncing.

The man who died, 27-year- 
old Denis Burakov, was with 
friends at the Dombai ski re¬ 
sort, where they frequently 
went snowboarding, on Jan. 3 
when he decided to take a ride 
in a zorb being operated next 
to a beginners’ slope. His friend 
Vladimir Shcherbakov joined 
him. 

An eight-minute video 
taken on Burakov’s phone by 
one of his friends shows the 
two men being fitted into har¬ 
nesses inside the zorb, which 
consists of two polyurethane 
balls with a layer of air between 
them. The zorb is then released 
to roll down the hill, the two 
men spinning inside.

Investigation designed

U.S. President Barack Obama 
intends to take serious ac¬ 
tion on gun control, even 
if it means circumventing 
Congress and issuing execu¬ 
tive orders to do so, Joe 
Biden suggested Wednesday.

$400 a month in a continuous savings plan 
for an RRSP would generate that amount. 


that 54 per cent of those sur¬ 
veyed would feel less stressed 
if they made regular RRSP 
contributions throughout the 
year to meet the deadline. 

BMO said contributing 
even a small amount — a few 
hundred dollars — to an RRSP 
is better than nothing at all. 
“If they don’t have the full 
amount, that should not stop 
them from making a contribu¬ 
tion,” Pospiech said. 

“Any little bit helps be¬ 
cause of the tax-deferred com¬ 
pound growth. It makes their 
money work a lot harder for 
them rather than having it 
just sitting.”

Electronic fork can slow 
down speedy eaters 


If you’ve always wanted a fork 
that spies on your eating hab¬ 
its, you’re in luck: A company 
has developed a utensil that 
records when you lift it to your 
mouth. 

The electronic fork is one of 
the gadgets getting attention 
this week at the International 
CES in Las Vegas, an annual 
showcase of the latest TVs, 
computers and other consumer 
electronic devices. 

The HAPIfork, made by Hap- 
ilabs, is a fork with a handle 
containing electronics and a 
batteiy. It has a motion sensor, 
so it can figure out when it’s 


being lifted to the mouth. If it 
senses that you’re eating too 
fast, it warns with you with a 
vibration and a blinking light. 
The company believes that 
using the fork 60 to 75 times 
during meals lasting from 20 to 
30 minutes is ideal. 

Between meals, you can 
connect the fork to a computer 
or phone and upload data on 
how fast you’re eating, for long¬ 
term tracking. 

Nutritional experts recom¬ 
mend eating slowly because it 
takes about 20 minutes to start 
feeling full. If you eat fast, you 
may eat too much. The fork 


is also designed to space your 
mouthfuls so you have time to 
chew each one properly. 

But the fork has no clue 
about the nutritional content of 
your food or how big your fork¬ 
fuls are. It can’t tell if you’re 
shovelling lard or stabbing peas 
individually. 

The company is launching 
a fundraising campaign for the 
product in March on the group¬ 
fundraising site Kickstarter. 
com. Participants need to put 
down $99 US for a fork, and it’s 
expected the gadgets will ship 
around April or May.

The Twilight finale had better 
reviews than the franchise’s 
previous four movies, but 
you’d never know it from the 
Razzie nominations singling 
out Hollywood’s worst of the 
year. 

The Twilight Saga: Break¬ 
ing Dawn — Part 2 led the 
Razzies lineup late Tuesday 
with 11 nominations, includ¬ 


ing worst picture, lead-acting 
slots for Kristen Stewart and 
Robert Pattinson, and sup¬ 
porting-acting nominations 
for Taylor Lautner and Ashley 
Greene. 

Other worst-picture nom¬ 
inees are the naval action tale 
Battleship, the family flick 
The Oogieloves in the Big Bal¬ 
loon Adventure, Adam Sand¬ 
ler’s raunchy dud That’s My 
Boy and Eddie Murphy’s com¬ 
edy flop A Thousand Words. 

A spoof of the Academy 
Awards, the Razzies an¬ 
nouncement came a little 
more than a day before Thurs¬ 
day’s Oscar nominations. 
Winners for the 33rd annual 
Razzies will be announced 
Feb. 23, the night before the 
Oscar show. 


The final installment in 
the supernatural romance 
involving vampires, were¬ 
wolves and a moody school¬ 
girl, Breaking Dawn — Part 
2 also had nominations 
for worst director for Bill 
Condon, plus worst sequel, 
screenplay and screen ensem¬ 
ble. It picked up two nomina¬ 
tions for worst screen couple 
— for Stewart and Pattinson 
and for Lautner and child co- 
star Mackenzie Foy. 

Stewart’s worst-actress 
nomination came for two per¬ 
formances in 2012, her Bella 
Swan of Twilight and the title 
role in Snow White and the 
Huntsman. 

Earlier Twilight movies 
have been regular nominees 
for the Razzies but have not 


come away with any key 
worst-of awards. But the fi¬ 
nale seems to be the one 
Razzies voters have been 
waiting for, the way Oscar 
voters were waiting for the 
last Lord of the Rings film, 
the one that finally won the 
big prize. 

“That’s the analogy we’re 
making, that this is the 
Razzies’ flipside,” said Razzies 
founder John Wilson. “This is 
our equivalent to The Lord of 
the Rings. It’s our members’ 
last chance to razz Twilight.” 

Sandler — whose Jack and 
Jill made Razzies history last 
season by winning a record 
10 awards, sweeping every 
category — remains a Razzies 
favourite this time. 

That’s My Boy ran second 


with eight Razzie nomina¬ 
tions, among them worst 
actor for Sandler and sup¬ 
porting actor for both Nick 
Swards on and Vanilla Ice. 

Tyler Perry was nominated 
for both worst actor (Alex 
Cross and Good Deeds) and 
actress (Madea’s Witness Pro¬ 
tection, in which he reprised 
his cross-dressing title char¬ 
acter). 

Along with Sandler, Pat¬ 
tinson and Periy, worst-actor 
contenders are Nicolas Cage 
for Ghost Rider: Spirit of Ven¬ 
geance and Seeking Justice; 
and Murphy for A Thousand 
Words. Joining Stewart and 
Perry in the worst-actress 
lineup are Katherine Heigl 
for One for the Money.

When we spoke with Rob 
Corddry recently, we asked if 
he’d be popping up again as 
former legal pal of Jeff Wing¬ 
er (Joel McHale) on NBC’s 
Community, his response 
was, “Isn’t that show done?” 

It’s a question a lot of 
people have been asking, es¬ 
pecially given recent develop¬ 
ments for the beleaguered 
comedy with a small but 
fiercely loyal fan base. First, 
the show’s creator, Dan Har¬ 
mon, left last spring in a less- 
than-amicable split with the 
network. 

Then the show was re¬ 
newed for an abbreviated 
13-episode fourth season, 
then was taken off the sched¬ 
ule altogether until recently, 


with the start date changed 
to Feb. 7. 

And then last month, 
series star Chevy Chase an¬ 
nounced he’d be departing at 
the end of the 13 episodes. 

While NBC has moved 
Community back to its ori¬ 
ginal time slot of Thursday 
at 8 p.m., the future doesn’t 
necessarily look bright for 
McHale and his co-stars. 

“If it did what it has been 
doing in the past — because 
it’s back in that time slot 
— I’d be happy,” NBC Enter¬ 
tainment Chairman Robert 
Greenblatt tells Metro. “Does 
that automatically mean it 
gets renewed? You know, it’s 


hard to be definitive on any 
front. But if it does significant¬ 
ly worse than it’s been doing, 
that would be worrisome.” 

But shows like Commun¬ 
ity— shot on sets using single 
cameras — might not be part 
of NBC’s comedy plans going 
forward. Fellow single-cam 
shows The Office and 30 Rock 
are ending this year, and the 
network already has two more 
traditional multi-camera sit¬ 
coms, Whitney and Guys with 
Kids. In addition, the network 
is in the process of remaking 
Up All Night, starring Will Ar¬ 
nett and Christina Applegate, 
as a multi-cam. 

“I would love to do more 


multi-cam comedies, and 
we’re developing a bunch of 
them,” Greenblatt tells Metro. 
“I believe that we have kind 
of snuffed out a whole farm 
team of writers and produ¬ 
cers who would normally 
have grown up on a bunch of 
multi-cams and then run their 
own shows the way they did 
back in the day when Friends 
and Seinfeld and Mad About 
You and all the great shows 
were multi-cams. So it’s hard¬ 
er to find great writers who 
can elevate that form, which 
is now sort of seen as a little 
bit of the ugly stepchild. That 
said, we’re trying to do more 
of that.”

Remember when we were kids 
and batteries went in the trash? 
Like eveiything. Then remem¬ 
ber when we found out that 
batteries were actually house¬ 
hold hazardous waste and that 
they really shouldn’t be in land¬ 
fills at all? 

So you saved batteries until 


you had a drawer full — with 
the best of intentions to re¬ 
cycle them — only there was 
nowhere to make good on your 
benevolent desire. When the 
drawer couldn’t close, they got 
dumped in the trash anyway. 

That was in what, the late 
1990s? It’s taken a little while 
for the infrastructure to catch 
up to the knowledge, but bat¬ 
tery recycling in the year 2013 
is finally simple! The statistics 
corroborate this — the percent¬ 
age of batteries being recycled 
is rising steadily. 

Join the club! Get on the 
bandwagon! It’s easy! 




Free battery collection sites 
are now commonplace across 
Canada. This is due in no small 
part to the battery and cell¬ 
phone recycling organization 
Call 2 Recycle, whose drop 
boxes have popped up in hun¬ 
dreds of recycling depots, retail 
locations, community centres 
and non-profit offices across 
the countiy. 

Punch your location into 
Call 2 Recycle’s interactive map 
and be amazed by the recycling 
ease in your community. 

Here’s the catch: in some 
provinces non-rechargeable 
batteries are not accepted. So 
what are you to do with those 
single-use alkaline batteries? 
Or if you are one of the folks 
on the final frontier, with no 
obvious battery drop boxes in 
your neighbourhood? 

1. Do not throw the batter¬ 
ies in the trash. 

2. Visit municipal and prov¬ 
incial websites to find resources 
for recycling not just batteries, 
but all sorts of less-than-desir- 
able waste items. 

Of course, the fewer batter¬ 
ies we use, the fewer batteries 
we need to dispose of. Mini¬ 
mizing waste production is the 
place to start. 

Choose non-electronic al¬ 
ternatives whenever possible.

don’t know what to do.

Cleaning the inside of the 
microwave oven is important 
to do on a regular basis, as we 
don’t necessarily see dirt or 
food particles, but build-up 
of these items will happen 
on the inside of the unit and 
therefore needs to be cleaned 
regularly. 


First, you should always 
read the instruction manual 
for your particular micro- 
wave oven and follow their 
directions. 

Secondly, I have boiled 
water on high for four to 
five minutes, this has given 
me enough steam inside the 
microwave to loosen any 
food items. 

Once you have “steamed” 
the inside, a good wipe with 
a wet sponge with a little 
PH neutral dish soap will do 
wonders. Don’t forget, once 
you have washed and wiped 
out the inside, to rinse it with 
a fresh, clean cloth of warm 


water and dry with a tea 
towel. 

Lastly, I have tried the 
commercial microwave 
cleaners. These are packs 
that you buy at the grocery 
store and steam inside the 
microwave. 

They have a cleaning solu¬ 
tion that is released and you 
wipe down the inside of the 
microwave in the same way 
as above. 

I personally have not 
found these necessary, as the 
boiling water trick works per¬ 
fectly for me. But there are 
your solutions, let us know 
how it goes!

With the third lockout on his 
watch finally nearing its end, 
Gary Bettman appeared a 
humble and apologetic man. 

The NHL commissioner 
told fans, players and spon¬ 
sors that he was sorry the start 
of the season was delayed by 
more than three months. The 
apology came in the form 
of an unexpected “personal 
statement” delivered to re¬ 
porters Wednesday after he 
announced that owners had 
unanimously voted in favour 
of ratifying the new collective 
bargaining agreement. 

“To the players who were 
very clear they wanted to be 
on the ice and not negotiating 
labour contracts, to our part¬ 
ners who support the league fi¬ 
nancially and personally, and, 
most importantly, to our fans, 
who love and have missed 
NHL hockey, I’m sorry,” said 
Bettman. “I know that an ex¬ 
planation or an apology will 
not erase the hard feelings 
that have built up over the 
past few months but I owe you 
an apology nevertheless.” 

It was the first public sign 
the NHL was ready to start re¬ 
building an image tarnished

by more labour disputes over 
the last 20 years than any of 
the other North American pro 
sports leagues.

Coming off a 125-112 loss at 
Houston on Tuesday, the Lakers 
fought until the final buzzer. 

Bryant’s three-pointer 


pulled Los Angeles to 105-99 
with 3:32 remaining. The three 
led to duelling cries of support 
between a large contingent of 
Lakers fans seated near the Los 
Angeles bench and Spurs fans. 

Did the effort give Lakers 
coach Mike D’Antoni reason to 
smile? 

“No, not really,” he said. 
“I’m proud of their effort. They 
fought. They fought last night 
against Houston. You can see 
the team getting some traction, 
but we’re a long ways away 
from a smile.” 

Even with Lakers big men 
Dwight Howard, Pau Gasol and 
Jordan Hill out with injuries, 
the Spurs managed only a 48- 
40 rebounding advantage.

No one was elected to the Hall 
of Fame this year. When vot¬ 
ers closed the doors to Barry 
Bonds, Roger Clemens and 
Sammy Sosa, they also shut 
out everybody else. 

For only the second time 
in four decades, baseball writ¬ 
ers failed to give any player 
the 75 per cent required for 
induction to Cooperstown, 
sending a powerful signal 
that stars of the steroids era 
will be held to a different 
standard. 

All the awards and accom¬ 
plishments collected over 
long careers by Bonds, Clem¬ 
ens and Sosa could not offset 
suspicions those feats were 
boosted by performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs. 


Voters also denied entry 
Wednesday to fellow newcom¬ 
ers Craig Biggio, Mike Piazza 
and Curt Schilling, along with 
holdovers Jack Morris, Jeff 
Bagwell and Lee Smith. 

Among the most honoured 
players of their generation, 
these standouts won’t find 
their images among the 300 
bronze plaques on the oak 
walls in Cooperstown, where 
— at least for now — the 
doors appear to be bolted shut 
on anyone tainted by PEDs. 

Bonds, Clemens and Sosa 
retired after the 2007 season. 
They were eligible for the Hall 
for the first time and have up 
to 14 more years on the writ¬ 
ers’ ballot. 

“I’m kind of glad that no¬ 
body got in this year,” Hall of 
Famer A1 Kaline said. “I feel 
honoured to be in the Hall of 
Fame. And I would’ve felt a 
little uneasy sitting up there 
on the stage, listening to some 
of these new guys talk about 
how great they were.”

No strings attached 


MLB to go wireless 
with bullpen 
communication 

Even dugouts and bull- 
pens might not need that 
old landline soon. 

Major League Baseball 
and T-Mobile announced 
Tuesday that the cell¬ 
phone company will pro¬ 
vide wireless devices that 
managers and pitching 
coaches can use to make 
the call to get relievers 
warming up. 

The wireless phones 
will have docking stations 
in both sets of dugouts 
and bullpens, but man¬ 
agers and coaches can 
carry them. The signal 
shuts off if the phones are 
taken outside those areas. 

The wireless phones 
will automatically ring 
when pulled from the 
docking devices, and a 
swipe when the phone is 
being carried will make 
the call as well. Both sets 
of dugouts and bullpens 
will have antennas to 
transmit the signals. 

T-Mobile and MLB 
Advanced Media also are 
working on other ways to 
improve digital content 
for smartphones and tab¬ 
lets.
